To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
SCALBY  UNBAN  DISTRICT  COUI^'CIL. 

Mr,  Chairman,  Lady  and  Gentlemen, 


I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Report  for  the  year  1955. 

For  the  third  successive  year  there  has  been  a  slight  increase 
in  population.  This  is  presumably  due  to  immigration  as  the  number  of 
deaths  is  again  greater  than  the  nuinber  of  births. 

Generally  speaking  the  Vital  Statistics  are  satisfactory,  the 
absence  of  any  infant  deaths  being  again  the  outstanding  feature. 

Notifications  of  infectious  disease  were,  apart  from  measles, 
below  average  -  but  measles  itself  shov/ed  an  unusually  high  incidence. 
Fortunately,  the  disease  is  generally  mild  and  complications  few. 

I  have  to  thank  Mr,  Horn  and  other  officials  of  the  Council 
for  their  ready  co-operation  and  the  Council  for  their  continued 
support.

Infectious  Diseases. 

More  cases  of  infectious  disease  were  notified  during  1955  (177 
against  27).  Measles  vras  the  most  frequently  reported  and  accoimted  for 
the  increased  number  of  notifications.  No  case  of  Diphtheria  or  the  Enteric 
Group  of  Fevers  occurred  in  1955.

It  v/as  not  necessary  during  the  year  to  resort  to  S.47  of  this  Act 
’.^iiich  deals  with  the  compulsory  removal  to  hospital  or  suitable  premises 
of  persons  in  need  of  care  and  attention  within  the  meaning  of  the  Section, 
nor  under  Section  50  was  the  Coxmcil  called  upon  to  arrange  for  the  burial  of 
any  person  for  "vhom  no  other  arrangements  for  burial  had  been  or  were  being 
made  by  any  other  persons.

Housing. 


No  further  development  has  taken  place  during  the  year  under  review 
on  the  Highfield  Estate.  Scarborough  Corporation  have  completed  14  dv/ellings 
within  the  Urban  Area,  and  26  houses  have  been  erected  by  private  enterprise. 

H'ater  Supply. 

Regular  and  systematic  examination  of  the  Borehole  v/ater  continues 
to  prove  that  the  water  remains  equal  to  Ministry  of  Health  Class  I  (Highly 
Satisfactory)  and  of  adequate  quantity  to  serve  the  needs  of  the  district. 
Twenty  six  samples  for  Bacteriological  and  one  hundred  and  two  samples  for 
Chemical  Analysis  were  made  during  the  fiscal  year,  which  all  proved  to  be 
satisfactory.  liost  of  the  samples  of  the  latter  classification  were 
examined  by  the  staff  in  the  water  department,  with  particular  emphasis  on 
the  tests  for  Fe.  Iron  and  Manganese  removal.

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A  nevr  3"  water  main  complete  with  hydrants  was  installed  to  serve 
Beech  Drive,  Scalby,  to  meet  the  neeas  of  housing  development.  The  work  v;as 
carried  out  by  direct  labour. 

good  Hygiene. 

The  occupiers  of  all  food  premises  within  the  area  still  remain  very 
co-operative,  and  every  effort  is  made  to  continue  the  high  standard  in  Pood 
Hygiene  as  enjoyed  during  the  past  year.  Posters  and  abstracts  under  the  Pood 
Hygiene  Regulations  1955  were  supplied  to  occupiers  of  all  premises  concerned. 

Cai'nping  Sites. 

Two  temporary  caraping  sites  were  authorised  at  '^rea  Head  Scalby,  for 
use  during  the  simmer  months.  This  scheme  was  inaugurated  by  the  North  Riding 
Education  Committee.  There  still  remains  one  permanent  Caravan  Site  at  Highmill 
Parm  Scalby  licensed  to  accommodate  ten  caravans.  The  owner  of  this  site  has 
expressed  his  willingness  to  provide  a  suitable  sanitary  block  complete  with 
ablutions.  This  v/ould  replace  the  exisiting  chemical  closets.  Permission  has 
been  granted  for  fifteen  months  to  the  siting  of  two  caravans  at  High  Parm, 
Throxenby. 

Sanitary  Conditions. 

Refuse  Collection. 

This  department  continued  to  serwe  the  district  efficiently  and  at 
least  a  weekly  collection  has  been  maintained  throughout  the  year  with  the 
exception  of  a  few  outlying  xoroperties  where  adequate  collection  has  been 
carried  out. 

Public  Health  Act  1 936 . 


During  the  fiscal  year  150  visits  have  been  carried  out  and  30 
nuisances  vrere  discovered,  all  of  wnich  were  abated  without  resorting  to  the 
service  of  statutory  notices. 

Rodent  Control. 


Prom  1st  April  during  the  year  un.-er  review  a  part  time  Rodent 
Operative  has  been  employed,  when  158  surveys  neccessitating  51  treatments 
were  carried  out  resulting  in  526  estimated  killed  and  18A  actual  rat  bodies 
being  recovered.  In  all  cases  methods  of  Rodent  destruction  recommended  by 
the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  Pisheries  and  Pood  v/ere  exclusively  adopted.

Streets. 


During  the  year  under  review  the  remaining  part  of  Lady  Edith's 
Avenue,  length  -  625  feet  was  adopted  by  the  Council  as  a  public  highway. 
Russet  Grove,  length  -  367  feet  was  metalled,  paved  and  drained  under  the 
provision  of  Section  150  of  the  Public  Health  Act  1875. 

A  private  road  knovm  as  Beech  Drive,  off  Scalby  Road,  Scalby, 
length  -  120  feet,  was  caapleted  up  to  a  s t an daid required  under  the  Private 
Street  Tforks  code. 

All  the  above  mentioned  works  were  carried  out  by  direct  labour.

Also  completed  during  the  year  was  139  rfa-XxLs  lineal  of  6”  sewer  to 
serve  housing  developaient  for  private  enterprise,  at  a  site  off  Hacicaess  Road, 
Newby,  this  work  was  carried  out  by  direct  labour.
